Tickets  for  the  dinner  are  $25, 
call  (617)  338-6868  (only  call  this  number 
for  the  dinner).  The  festival  is  free.

Since  many  of  the  streets  will  be 
blocked  off,  it's  a  good  idea  to  take  the 
subway  to  either  of  these  events.  If 
you're  traveling  from  the  Red  or  Green  T 
lines,  you  can  get  off  at  the  Boylston 
Street  T  stop  and  take  Essex  St.  to 
Harrison;  if  you're  coming  from  the 
Orange  line  you  can  get  off  at  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  T  stop  and  walk 
up  Washington  Street  towards 
Chinatown,  or  you  can  take  the  Red  Line 
to  Downtown  Crossing  and  walk 
towards  Chinatown.

Hundreds  of  Chinese  workers  were  laid 
off  when  the  California-based  electronics 
company  decided  to  close  its  Allston 
plant  to  get  the  work  done  by  low  paid 
workers  in  other  countries.  The  AACA 
helped  60  former  Power  One  students.

I  am  writing  on  behalf  of  A  Slice  of  Rice  to  say  thank  you  for 
including  in  your  June  21  issue  our  name  in  the  list  of  grass 
roots  organizations  working  in  the  Asian  and  Pacific  Island 


communities  on  the  issue  of  sexuality.  A  Slice  of  Rice's  work 
is  three-fold:  to  ensure  individual  safety  and  support,  to  be  a 
community  presence  working  for  advocacy,  and  to  be  a  politi¬ 
cal  force  in  both  the  API  community  and  the  queer  communi¬ 
ty.

WWn  she  went  to  Chicago  for  college,  Lee 
said,  she  became  more  interested  in  Asian  American 
history  and  became  more  active,  even  founding  a 
Korean  drumming  group. 


Asian  American  Resource  Workshop

Try  phoning  Eun-Joung  Lee  at  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop  and  you'll  likely  hear  a  some¬ 
what  flustered  voice  and  a  sincere  apology  of  how 
busy  things  are  in  the  office.  Try  booking  an  appoint¬ 
ment  with  Lee  and  you'll  likely  hear  that  she's  too  busy 
today,  tomorrow  and  next  week.  Once  you  do  get  her 
to  pencil  in  a  date, 
and  you  arrive  to 
meet  her  at  the 
AARW's  crammed 
headquarters  on  the 
third  floor  of  an 
aging  Chinatown 
building,  you'll 
understand  why 
she  was  so  rushed 
during  the  earlier 
phone  conversa¬ 
tions.  The  active- 
but-understaffed 
and  under-funded 
nonprofit  is  busy

sive  agenda  of  arts”™""”""”"”"”^ 
and  educational  programs  on  a  very  small  budget. 

The  words  "more  funding"  and  "we  need"  often 
come  up  when  talking  to  Lee,  who  has  had  big  plans 
for  the  AARW  as  the  group's  interim  executive  direc¬ 
tor.  Her  recent  move  to  be  the  executive  director  will 
surely  only  bring  bigger  plans. 

"This  is  a  pretty  pivotal  time  for  us.  We're  starting  a 
new  chapter,"  said  Lee  about  a  recent  change  in  board 
members  and  staff  at  the  AARW. 

What  does  the  AARW  do?  Ask  this  to  Lee  and  she'll 
pull  out  a  paper  with  a  graphic  of  three  overlapping 
circles.  Inside  one  circle  is  written  'education,'  in  anoth¬ 
er  'arts  and  culture1  and  in  the  other,  'activism.1  "This  is 
the  undercurrent  that  drives  our  work,"  she  said. 

The  beginnings  of  the  AARW  can  be  traced  back  to 
1977,  when  a  group  of  activists,  professionals  and  com¬ 
munity  organizers  decided  to  begin  an  Asian  American 
educational  resource.  In  1979,  the  agency  grew  to  add 
Asian  American  culture  and  arts  events.  In  these  begin¬ 
ning  years,  the  AARW  hosted  coffee  houses,  organized 
Asian  Lunar  New  Year  Celebrations  and  Asian  and 
Pacific  American  Heritage  Week  Celebrations  and  it 
screened  the  first  feature  film  made  by  and  acted  by 
Asian  Americans,  "Hito  Hata:  Raise  the  Banner." 

Today,  you've  likely  seen  the  result  of  AARW's 
work  without  knowing  it.  The  group  co-sponsored  the 
2002  Asian  American  Film  Festival  at  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts;  helped  produce  CreAsian,  the  Asian  arts  fes¬ 
tival  at  the  Boston  Center  for  the  Arts;  hosted  "Eating 
History,"  a  series  of  cultural  educational  workshops  — 
the  most  recent  of  which  screened  a  film  about  Vincent 
Chin,  and  the  group  has  been  participating  in  the 
protest  of  Liberty  Place,  a  28-story  building  that  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  built  in  Chinatown.  Also,  the  organization 
recently  added  its  Web  site,  www.aarw.org,  to  the 
Internet. 

"We're  raising  awareness  and  cultivating  the  sense 
that  we're  all  part  of  this  continuum  (of  the  Asian 
American  experience),"  said  Lee. 


After  college  Lee  worked  various  jobs,  including  an 
editorial  assistant  position  at  National  Public  Radio. 
Not  quite  sure  what  she  wanted  to  do,  Lee  then  took  a 
year's  worth  of  art  courses  and  a  summer  program  for 
architecture.  The  latter  moved  her  into  the  direction  of 
Chinatown. 

"I  started  developing  an  interest  in  the  built  envi¬ 
ronment,"  Lee  said. 

Her  interest  in  community  development  and  build¬ 
ing  design  led  her  to  cold  call  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  in  Chinatown.  She  was 
offered  a  job  as  an  administration  assistant  and  she 
considered  it  a  foot  in  the  door,  so  she  took  it. 

"This  was  my  introduction  to  Chinatown,"  Lee  said. 
She  came  to  the  United  States  with  her  family  when  she 
was  three  and  she  said  she  never  really  came  out  to 
Chinatown  before  the  ACDC  job.  "I  didn't  speak  the 
language,"  she  said. 

During  and  after  Lee's  time  at  ACDC  she  became 
involved  in  the  "Chinatown  Banquet,"  an  art  project 
telling  the  story  of  Boston's  Chinatown  that  was  exhib¬ 
ited  at  the  Dreams  of  Freedom  Museum.  She  became 
the  project's  producer  and  that  led  her  to  become  a 
board  member  of  the  nonprofit. 

"I  saw  a  lot  of  opportunity  and  potential  at  the 
AARW,"  she  said. 

Some  of  Lee's  goals  for  AARW  include  getting  more 
funding  to  expand  programs  and  to  revive  programs 
such  as  one  that  works  to  educate  about  hate  crimes 
which  hasn't  been  active  for  a  while.  She  wants  AARW 
to  become  the  area's  "premiere  Pan-Asian  organiza¬ 
tion"  --  one  that  includes  voices  of  Asian  Americans 
from  all  across  Asia,  for  it  to  provide  college  leadership 
training,  and  she  wants  to  begin  an  Asian  American 
artist  database  that  would  be  accessible  via  the 
Internet.  She  said  she'd  also  like  to  increase  the  number 
of  staff  positions  in  the  office  -  maybe  that  would  make 
things  a  bit  less  hectic.

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A  Day  in  the  Neighborhood 


When  a  world  is  spoken  of  as  a 
"global  village"  what  does  it 
mean  to  speak  of  a  village? 

As  a  figure  of  speech  with  American 
lessons  in  commerce,  politics,  culture,  law, 
and  community,  the  meanings  are  many. 
Some  meanings  are  very  good;  some  are 
plain  rotten;  they  are  like  the  villagers.  It  is 
the  people  who  create  the  good  and  bad 
public  spirit  in  any  village.  Seen  from  the 
village-dwelling  society  of  a  Chinese  cul¬ 
tural  framework,  this  metaphor  of  a  "glob¬ 
al  village"  has  a  long  history  with  immense 
current  value.  View's  from  other  East 
Asian,  Southeast  and  South  Asian  or  from 
West  Asian  traditions  add  more  different 
meanings  to  this  American  conversion  of  a 
metaphor  into  ideological  uses. 

When  "global  village"  is  translated  into 
Asian  lessons,  then  translated  back  into 
English,  the  original  American  meaning  of 
"a  united  world"  following  the  drum  beats 
from  Washington,  D.C.  may  not  be  there. 
Instead,  the  community  principle  of  mutu¬ 
al  dependence  understood  in  any  village 
tradition  is  replaced  by  "my  village,  your 
village"  sentiments  with  frictional  social 
values.  Two  translations  come  to  mind. 
They  are  both  gendered  Asian  values.  One 
is  that  of  a  woman's  birth  village  as  her 
"foreign  home"  from  where  she  cuts-off  her 
emotional  ties  after  her  marriage  in  a  patri¬ 
archal  culture.  In  a  matriarchal  culture,  a 
man's  birth  village  is  his  "provisional 
home"  where  he  returns  to  get  some  rest 
and  temporary  refuge  or  to  get  support 
and  supply  needed  to  benefit  his  wife  and 
children. 

These  values  of  maternal  and  paternal, 
yours  and  mine,  Ma's  and  Pa's,  former  and 
current,  women  and  men  are  still  around 
in  the  Asian  meanings  of  "village"  when 
this  word  is  used.  Just  look  in  any 
Chinatown.  These  values  still  hold  com¬ 
mercial,  economic,  and  financial  influences 
on  the  daily  American  lives  of  many  Asian 
families.  The  trades,  partnerships,  and 
loans  transacted  among  fellow  villagers 
result  in  immense  profits  and  losses  for 
social  relationships  besides  the  business 
operations.  The  village-style  cooperation 
in  turn  affects  the  basic  livelihood  of  both 
adults  and  children  at  home:  They  give 
rules  for  the  daily  function  of  a  family  as  a 
household  unit;  they  give  structure  to 
interpersonal  activities  between  families, 
and  they  give  guidance  to  a  family  plan  for 
the  future  of  the  children. 

These  village  ways  of  life  in  a  global  vil¬ 
lage  call  attention  to  a  universal  need  to 
understand  old  and  new  cultural  values;  a 
contemporary  need  to  review  urban  and 
provincial  community  ideas;  and  an 
urgent  need  to  take  responsibility  for  use¬ 
ful  and  harmful  individual  actions. 

Village  in  a  Neighborhood 

When  a  neighborhood  in  a  city  is  man¬ 
aged,  commercialized,  and  treated  like  a 
village  what  does  it  mean  to  speak  of  a 
neighborhood? 

It  takes  a  village  to  raise  a  child:  This 
old  social  lesson  from  Africa  was  promot¬ 
ed  with  great  fanfare  and  has  by  now  far 
reaching  popularity.  Its  popular  American 
use  has  signaled  a  value  shift  in  the  world's 
persistently  self-centered  society.  Where 
there  used  to  be  none,  there  is  now  a 
stronger  sense  of  community  in  many  city 
neighborhoods  in  America.  People  are 
supporting  one  another.  In  the  genuine 
sense  of  being  neighbors,  people  are  get¬ 
ting  to  know  each  other.  Because  this  shift 
is  only  a  beginning,  of  recent,  affecting 
only  a  generation  or  two  in  self-segregated 
communities,  its  future  broader  use  is  still 
unknown.  How  will  a  village  value  of 
mutual  support  affect  city  neighborhoods 
where  there  are  few  or  no  children  and 
youths?  Are  two  bedrooms  homes  in  city 
neighborhoods  designed  to  raise  children 


and  to  care  for  elders  like  in  the  old-fash¬ 
ioned  villages?  Regardless,  the  immediate 
benefits  are  obvious.  By  reaching  deep 
into  its  immigrants'  rural  roots,  an  urban 
American  culture  has  provided  a  social 
model  of  cooperative  and  reliable  neigh¬ 
bors  to  bring  together  cities  across  the 
world.  By  going  across  the  ocean  to  import 
an  old  African  proverb,  urbane  Americans 
are  given  a  valuable  lesson  on  social  inter¬ 
dependence. 

The  future  success  of  this  village-style 
social  model  in  a  city  will  depend  on  the 
people.  The  people  will  need  to  buy  into 
this  value  of  mutual  support.  To  absorb 
this  value  as  one's  own  the  people  must 
possess  or  see  real  benefits  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  to  enjoy  everyday.  Not  symbols. 
Not  tokens.  Benefits  such  as  mutual  trust 
and  community  responsibility  must  first 
be  seen.  Every  urban  cowboy,  yuppie, 
tourist,  country  bumpkin,  immigrant,  and 
transient  politician  in  the  city  needs  to 
show  that  mutual  support  is  not  a  sound¬ 
bite  for  a  media  advertisement.  A  spirit  of 
giving  and  receiving  support  needs  to  be 
caressed  lovingly  and  nourished  seduc¬ 
tively  among  the  neighbors  without  fail,  or 
it  will  fly  away  like  a  nice  fad  of  the  day: 
thank  you  very  much.  Neighbors  must  see 
true  encouragements  from  family  role 
models  and  reliable  directions  from  local 
civic  leaders  that  a  spirit  of  give  and  take 
will  not  end-up  in  one-sided  endless  tak¬ 
ings. 

A  long-term  life  of  this  lesson  on  mutu¬ 
al  support  in  the  "global  village"  will 
depend  on  the  people  as  well.  It  is  not  a 
matter  controlled  only  by  public  policy  or 
community  meeting.  These  show  only  a 
public  face  with  no  depth,  shallow,  leading 
to  careless  and  crass  behaviors.  In  human 
affairs  of  the  world,  the  more  there  is  pub¬ 
lic  control  the  less  there  is  private  coopera¬ 
tion.  This  is  truer  in  America  where  mak¬ 
ing  private  deals  at  the  expense  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  is  standard  practice.  This  is  no  big 
secret  unlike  the  stash  of  dwindling 
national  gold  reserve.  When  the  gold  is 
spent,  at  least  people  will  have  homes, 
neighbors,  each  other.  What  does  it  matter 
when  money  has  no  value,  it  has  happened 
before.  However,  fear  not,  American  val¬ 
ues  are  generous;  and  there  still  is  much 
wealth  left  for  everyone.  Besides,  basic 
human  nature  is  also  very  generous;  as 
long  as  the  people  do  not  feel  insulted,  dis¬ 
respected,  exploited.  It  is  the  same  with 
the  teaching  of  a  social  value  on  interde¬ 
pendence.  This  value  of  mutual  depen¬ 
dence  is  not  new.  For  occasions  and  rea¬ 
sons  of  exploitation  it  was  lost  to  society, 
now  requiring  its  revival  -  a  renaissance  of 
a  basic  country  value  so  that  city  folks  can 
live  in  the  style  of  the  village  gentry  of  old. 

Chinatown  in  a  City 

When  a  Chinatown  in  a  "global  village" 
is  seen,  sold,  and  supervised  as  if  it  is  a  city 
to  itself,  what  does  it  mean  to  speak  of  a 
Chinatown? 

The  question  raises  more  questions.  Is 
Chinatown  a  neighborhood  in  a  city?  Or, 
is  it  an  independent  foreign  enclave? 
These  questions  keep  coming  back  and 
back.  Why? 

If  Chinatown  is  a  neighborhood,  is  it 
like  a  village  among  villages  in  a  small 
town?  If  the  people  treat  it  like  a  village, 
how  is  Boston  Chinatown  similar  to  or  dif¬ 
ferent  from  its  next  door  neighbor,  the  Bay 
Village?  When  compared  with  Greenwich 
Village,  one  neighborhood  away  from 
pricey  SoHo  next  door,  is  New  York 
Chinatown  growing  fast  or  remaining 
stagnant?  At  the  nation's  capital,  is  the 
Washington,  D.C.  Chinatown  an  ethnic 
commercial  retreat  planned  for  tourists,  or 
is  it  a  Disneyesque  Chinese  village  paying 
tribute  to  America's  immigrant  history?

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Sampan  Freelance  Writer  Liang  Qu 
Locates  Great  Places  to  Get  Asian  Music 
and  Videos 

Moon  Wave,  Oak  Street,  Boston. 

Price  Range:  Moderate 

This  large  gifts-and-music  store  is  quite  possibly  one  of 
the  biggest  and  most  well-kept  of  all  music  and  gift 
stores  in  Chinatown.  Moon  Wave  specializes  in  the  pop 
music  of  Hong  Kong,  Taiwan  and  mainland  China. 
Aside  from  CDs,  it  is  also  one  of  the  few  stores  in  all  of 
Boston  that  offer  posters  and  other  novelty  items  of 
Asian  pop  stars.  The  prices  of  the  items  in  the  stores  are 
relatively  reasonable;  a  large  poster  usually  goes  for  just 
five  dollars.  Besides  regular  Asian  music  culture,  one 
can  find  rare  Asian  releases  of  American  pop  icons,  such 
as  'Nsyncund  Backstreet  Boys.  It's  a  great  place  for 
many  great  music  finds. 

Star  Music,  Kneeland  Street,  Boston. 

Price  Range:  Moderate 

Like  Moon  Wave,  Star  Music  mostly  concentrates  on  the 
music  of  the  Asian  pop  scene.  However,  the  store  cen¬ 
tralizes  on  more  of  the  Hong  Kong  music  scene.  Star 
Music  also  has  a  small  selection  of  Asian  movies,  featur¬ 
ing  such  mega  watt  stars  as  Andy  Lau  and  Nicholas  Tse. 
Though  the  store  itself  is  smaller  than  Moon  Wave,  and 
the  organization  lacks  somewhat,  the  music  collection 
can  rival  that  of  the  bigger  stores. 

Fuchow  Variety  Store,  Hudson  Street,  Boston. 

Price  Range:  Inexpensive 

This  is  one  of  the  bigger  video  rental  and  music  stores  in 
Chinatown.  The  store  has  a  great  organization  and  a 


grand  collection  of  all  sorts  of  Asian  Pop  music,  mostly 
Chinese.  Though  the  Variety  Store  is  located  in  a  tiny 
basement  off  of  Hudson  Street  in  the  far  end  of 
Chinatown,  it  is  still  a  great  find  for  those  looking  for 
the  newest  film  and  music  trends  in  China.  The  price  at 
this  store  is  also  great  for  those  on  the  budget.  Although 
the  quality  of  some  of  the  VCD  discs  may  be  a  bit  on  the 
low  side,  the  items  at  the  Variety  Store  are  still  great  bar¬ 
gains. 


You  won't  see  these  in  Virgin  Records... 


Top  Ten  Video  and  Music,  Harrison  Avenue,  Boston. 
Price  Range:  Moderate 

This  little  cozy  nook  in  the  wall,  just  across  the  street 
from  the  aforementioned  Moon  Wave  store,  can  very 
easily  be  missed  by  those  who  are  just  simply  street 
wandering.  The  inside  of  the  store  is  just  as  it  looks  on 
the  outside.  Crammed  with  all  sorts  of  gifts,  accessories 
and  anime  products,  it  is  very  hard  to  imagine  such  a 
place  could  contain  anything  else  but  Hello  Kitty  items. 


However,  those  who  dare  to  probe  a  bit  further  into  the 
nooks  and  crannies  of  the  store  may  actually  find  a  few 
treasures  that  cannot  be  uncovered  in  other  shops  of 
immense  size.  The  back  wall  of  the  store  is  covered  with 
videos  that  are  for  rent.  Though  the  selection  of  the 
rentals,  other  VCDs  and  DVDs,  and  music  is  not  that 
great.  Top  Ten  is  still  worth  a  visit  for  those  who  are 
looking  for  movies  hard  to  find  elsewhere. 

Kotobukiya  Market,  Porter  Exchange, 
Massachusetts  Avenue,  Boston. 

Price  Range:  Moderate 

Located  in  the  Porter  Exchange  shopping  center  in 
Porter  Square,  in  Cambridge,  the  store  itself  is  like  its 
name  suggests:  a  supermarket  completely  devoted  to 
Japanese  food  and  health  items.  But  should  one  venture 
into  the  back  of  the  market,  there  stands  a  great  surprise. 
Kotobukiya  holds  a  great  selection  of  Japanese  language 
videos  for  children  and  adults.  The  renting  rate  goes  at  a 
monthly,  six-month,  or  annual  rate,  that  does  not  top  the 
regular  rental  fees  at  your  local  Blockbuster's  or 
Hollywood  Video.  The  only  downside  is,  unless  you  are 
fluent  in  Japanese,  the  videos'  contents  are  somewhat 
useless. 

Kachi  Video,  Harvard  Street,  Allston. 

Price  Range:  Inexpensive 

This  is  store  has  the  biggest  selection  of  Korean  videos 
and  music  CDs.  The  store  not  only  has  a  great  collection 
of  Korean  films  and  features,  but  also  a  large  compila¬ 
tion  of  translated  Japanese  films  and  American  movies 
such  as  "Harry  Potter,"  "The  Grinch,"  and  "Notting  Hill." 
Aside  from  such  films,  the  store  also  holds  a  decent 
selection  of  Korean  and  Japanese  pop  music  discs.  The 
prices  of  the  items  in  the  store  are  quite  inexpensive 
compare  to  music  stores  elsewhere.  A  two-disc  set  of  the

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Profiles  of  Two  Successful  Asian  Business  Women  in  New  England

ere's  the  long-time  stereotype: 
Asian  women  are  submissive, 
passive.  An  Asian  woman  own¬ 
ing  a  company?  Hah.  But,  of  course,  this 
stereotype  that  has  been  sticking  around  like 
bad  company  is  far  from  reality:  Many  Asian 
women  —  and  many  immigrant  Asian 
women  —  in  New  England  are  making  a 
name  for  themselves  and  determining  their 
own  economic  future.  I  was  fortunate  enough 
to  interview  two  of  these  women,  Betty  Yau 
owner  of  Yau's  Marketing  Services  and 
founder  of  Boston  Chinese  Radio,  and  Alice 
Hsin,  head  of  Linx  Communications,  Inc., 
and  other  successful  companies. 

Hsin's  Story: 

Hsin  came  to  the  United  States  from 
Taiwan  in  1976  as  an  international  student 
with  only  $50  in  her  pocket.  Now  she  is  the 
president  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  Linx 
Communications,  Inc.,  a  telecommunications 
company  whose  customers  include  leading 
Fortune  1000  organizations,  such  as  3Com, 
America  Online,  Apple  Computer  and 
Compaq. 

Hsin  went  from  being  a  frugal  interna¬ 
tional  student  living  off  of  a  $500  a  month 
stipend  to  being  a  successful  business 
woman.  "Then  (when  I  was  a  student)  life 
was  so  painstaking  and  simple,"  she  said. 

In  1984,  Hsin  and  her  husband  started 
their  own  company.  Integral 
Communications  Incorporation  (ICI)  which 
was  headquartered  in  Virginia.  ICI  gave  her 
experience  making  contracts  with  large  busi¬ 
nesses,  long  distance  carriers,  and  govern¬ 
ment  agencies.  She  started  Linx 
Communications,  which  is  in  Framingham, 
two  years  ago. 


Radio  show.  "Nine  years  ago,  Quincy 
Savings  Bank  planned  to  sponsor  a  Chinese 
radio  program  to  extend  their  business  to  the 
rapid  growth  of  Chinese  population.  They 
were  very  interested  in  me  to  initiate  the 
radio  program  because  of  my  strong  commu¬ 
nity  involvement."  Yau  said.  "I  was  hesitant 
at  first,  but  I  accepted  this  challenge  because 
I  saw  this  opportunity  a  cornerstone  for  me  to 
promote  the  Asian  Americans  in  the  society." 

Since  early  90's,  the  radio  show  has  been 
developed  into  a  regular  weekend  program. 
When  Hong  Kong  returned  to  China  in  1997, 
Yau  produced  a  special-featured  program 
about  this  historic  event.  The  show  was  well 
received  and  was  broadcasted  in  San 
Francisco,  Houston  and  Seattle  and  nominat¬ 
ed  for  the  AIR,  Achievement  in  Radio  award 
of  the  year. 

Besides  running  her  radio  show,  Yau  is 
also  the  President  of  Yau's  Marketing 
Services.  Having  strong  background  in  com¬ 
munity  relations,  she  views  her  marketing 
services  as  an  extension  of  her  help  to  Asians 
in  the  area.  "In  order  for  us  to  successfully 
assimilate  into  the  mainstream  society,  we 
should  step  up  and  present  our  presence  by 
contributing  our  work  skills  and  showing  our 
consuming  power  in  this  highly  economical¬ 
ly  diversified  society."  One  of  the  Yau's 
Marketing  Services  basic  principles,  said  Yau, 
is  to  develop  special  marketing  tools  for 
mainstream  businesses  to  reach  the  fast¬ 
growing  Chinese-American  communities  in 
Massachusetts. 

Some  of  the  key  clients  of  Yau's  Marketing 
Services  include  Massachusetts 

Electric/National  Grid,  Victory 
Supermarkets,  South  Shore  Hospital,  Asian 
American  Bank,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  William  Galvin's  Office  and 
Quincy  Asian  Resources,  Inc., 


Yau's  attitude: 

Yau  is  optimistic  and  easygoing.  She  is 
also  passionate  about  contributing  to  her 
community. 

With  Yau's  own  experience  being  an 
Asian  living  in  the  U.S.,  she  encourages  other 
Asian  immigrants  to  think  positively.  "We 
should  not  be  overwhelmed  by  the  language 
barrier  and  cultural  differences,"  she  said.  "(I 
think  Chinese  immigrants  should)  keep  an 
open  mind  in  this  society.  Work  at  it.  We  will 
stand  up  in  the  American  society. " 

Yau  also  encourages  Asian  residents  to  be 
more  involved  in  politics  by  voting  or  run¬ 
ning  for  positions  in  the  government.  She  is 
a  member  of  the  League  of  Chinese  American 
Voters,  which  provides  election  information 
to  Chinese  voters.  Yau  recalled  Election  Year 
2000:  "Other  members  and  I  stood  outside 
North  Quincy  High  School  with  bilingual 
signs  to  encourage  other  Chinese  Americans 
as  well  as  Americans  to  vote.  We  did  receive 
a  lot  of  support  from  the  community,  and 
learned  that  language  and  cultural  differ¬ 
ences  could  make  it  difficult  for  Asian 
Americans  to  understand  the  political  sys¬ 
tem.  This  year  is  an  election  year  again.  Here, 
I  encourage  all  Asian  Americans  not  to  forget 
your  civic  duties  and  vote." 

Writer's  final  words:  When  writing  this  article,  I 
called  several  business  women  to  make  interviews. 
Some  are  so  busy  and  didn't  have  time  to  inter¬ 
view.  Some  showed  their  humbleness  by  declining 
an  interview  because  they  just  want  to  work  qui¬ 
etly  without  being  in  the  spotlight.  Hcrwever,  all 
these  Asian  American  women  who  are  working 
where  and  how  they  want  to  work,  and  who  are 
driven  for  success  -  whether  it  be  in  starting  a 
business  or  m  raising  a  family  -  deserve  a  pat  on 
the  back  for  providing  not  only  for  themselves,  but 
for  providing  inspiration  for  others  as  well.

Boston. 

Price  Range:  Moderate 

Much  like  Kotobukiya  Market,  the 
Cherry  Mart  is  also  a  grocery  store 
with  a  built  in  video  rental  in  the 
back.  In  fact,  this  store  is  just  a 
much  smaller  version  of  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  larger  market.  And 
because  of  this  fact,  the  selection  of 
Cheriy  Mart  is  no  rival  for  that  of 
Kotobukiya.  However,  the  rental 
rates  of  this  little  find  are-*  bit  less 
expensive  than  that  of  the  larger 
mart,  and  it  is  a  great  place  for 
local  Japanese  inhabitants  and 
Japanese  speakers  to  enjoy  a  little 
bit  of  their  motherland. 

The  World  Journal  Bookstore, 
Kneeland  Street,  Boston 

Price  Range:  Moderate 

Yes,  the  name  says  "bookstore," 
but  this  shop  is  more  than  just 
books.  Here  you  can  buy  CDs  from 
China,  Japan,  Taiwan  and  other 
Asian  countries,  and  you  you  can 
buy  cheap  American  CDs  that 
were  released  in  China.  Chinese 
books  and  magazines,  of  course, 
also  fill  the  shelves,  too,  as  do 
comics  and  trinkets. 


Hsin's  attitude: 

Being  earnest  and  responsible 
is  important,  she  said.  She  said 
that  some  people  ask  her:  "You 
are  so  rich  now,  why  do  you  still 
work  so  hard?"  Hsin  said  she 
just  smiles  and  replies,  "If  I  work 
just  for  money,  1  could  stop  the 
busy  work  now  and  start  to  lead 
the  retired  life."  But  she  doesn't 
want  to  do  that  yet. 

As  a  devout  Christian,  Hsin 
said  that  her  faith  in  God  plays  a 
part  in  her  hard  working  atti¬ 
tude.  "I  have  God  in  my  heart 
and  always  follow  his  direction 
in  every  respect  of  my  life  --  but 
not  only  in  applying  my  talent 
and  skills.  I  am  also  responsible 
to  the  lives  of  the  employees  and 
their  families.  Being  a  boss  of  a 
big  company,  I  am  earnest  in  my 
job  and  honest  to  my  partners 
and  employees." 

She's  also  proud  of  her  fami¬ 
ly.  "I  am  a  traditional  woman 
who  emphasizes  family  the 
most,"  she  said. 

"Family  and  husband-and-wife 
relationships  are  so  precious  for 
God  and  for  us,"  she  said. 

"Enjoying  God  and  life  makes 
me  most  happy,"  she  said. 
"What  I  need  is  the  same  as  other 
people  need:  to  eat,  sleep  and 
work.  The  material  enjoyment  is 
temporary,  but  the  spiritual 
enjoyment  is  eternal." 

Yau's  Story: 

Betty  Yau  came  from  Hong 
Kong  to  Boston  in  1979  as  a  high 
school  student.  She  now  runs 
Boston  Chinese  Radio  and  Yau's 
Marketing  Services. 

Yau  is  well  liked  by  the 
Chinese  in  the  area  because  of 
her  popular  Boston  Chinese

Today  and  tomorrow  residents  will  have  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  voice  their  opinions  on  three  important  neigh¬ 
borhood  issues.  The  Chinatown  Resident  Referendum,  ini¬ 
tiated  by  the  Chinatown  Resident  Association,  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association,  and  the  Campaign  to  Protect 
Chinatown,  will  pose  the  following  questions: 

1)  Should  Boston  approve  the  current  proposed  Liberty 
Place  project? 

2)  Should  the  Boston  rezone  the  adult  entertainment 
district  created  in  1974  in  the  lower  Washington  Street 
area? 

3)  Should  Boston  establish  a  policy  that  provides  resi¬ 
dents  of  Chinatown,  through  an  incorporated  resident 
association,  the  ability  to  review  and  offer  recommenda¬ 
tions  regarding  development  and  land  use  project  propos¬ 
als  that  impact  Chinatown? 

The  answers  to  these  questions  will  be 
up  to  those  whose  quality  of  life  will  bear 
the  most  impact,  the  ordinary  residents  of 
the  neighborhood  who  are  still  coping  with 
traffic,  pollution,  and  prostitution. 


Millennium  Ritz  Carlton.  Yet,  several  Hayward  Place  pro¬ 
posals  include  the  same  percentage  of  affordable  housing 
as  Liberty  Place.  Why  should  Chinatown  get  less  and 
developers  get  to  reap  great  profits  from  us? 

In  the  1960s,  a  popular  slogan  was  "Dare  to  struggle, 
dare  to  win."  We  should  remember  this  concept  in  2002, 
vote  "no"  on  Question  1,  and  dare  to  struggle  for  a  Liberty 
Place  project  that  meets  the  community's  needs. 

REZONE  THE  COMBAT  ZONE! 

The  developers  and  the  BRA  have  argued  that  Liberty 
Place  and  other  luxury  high-rises  are  Chinatown's  only 
chance  to  contain  the  Combat  Zone.  But  the  recent  open¬ 
ing  of  Centerfolds  as  a  so-called  "high  class  strip  club" 
proves  that  this  market  strategy  is  not  the  answer.  Many 
residents  do  not  realize  that  the  Combat  Zone's  continued 
existence  is  due  to  a  deliberate  City  policy:  The  lower 
Washington  Street  area  was  designated  as  an  adult  enter¬ 


LIBEKTY  PLACE:  DARE  TO 
STRUGGLE 

For  the  past  two  years,  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  have  testified,  written,  and  protested 
that  the  now  28-story  Liberty  Place  project 
is  out  of  scale  with  the  neighborhood  and  a 
violation  of  the  zoning  limits  set  by  the 
Chinatown  Community  Plan.  Combined 
with  other  projects  on  that  block  of 
Washington  Street,  the  onslaught  of  a  thou¬ 
sand  luxury  and  market-rate  housing  units 
in  a  tiny,  working  class  neighborhood  of 
1,500  housing  units  threatens  to  force  out 
immigrant  families  and  small  businesses. 

The  developers  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA)  have 
emphasized  the  benefits  of  44  affordable 
housing  units  outlined  in  the  proposal.  Of 
these,  10  would  be  subsidized  units  for  the 
very  low-income,  20  would  be  elderly  units 
to  be  owned  by  the  Hong  Lok  House,  and 
14  would  be  middle-income  units  for  fami¬ 
lies  with  incomes  of  $64,000  and  up.  But  it 
is  not  the  mix  of  44  affordable  housing 
units  that  concerns  opponents;  it  is  the 
impact  of  395  unaffordable  units  on  the 
neighborhood.  Liberty  Place  has  been 
falsely  labeled  a  "mixed-income  project." 

In  fact,  it  is  a  89.9%  market-rate  project,  with  only  the  min¬ 
imum  10%  of  affordable  units  required  by  city  policy. 

Some  people  say  that  nothing  can  be  done:  The  com¬ 
munity  should  take  the  affordable  units  and  be  happy. 
But  the  Parcel  C  parking  garage  was  also  called  inevitable 
in  1993.  The  community  stood  up  and  fought  for  what  we 
wanted,  and  this  year  we  will  see  the  groundbreaking  of  a 
new  housing  and  community  center  project  on  that  land, 
of  which  46%  of  the  housing  units  are  rented  at  a  mix  of 
affordable  rates. 

Just  a  few  blocks  from  Liberty  Place,  the  Hayward 
Place  project  will  be  capped  at  a  height  of  150  feet  to  pre¬ 
serve  the  views  of  wealthy  condo  owners  at  the

zone  means  that  Chinatown  loses  on  two  counts:  We 
don't  truly  get  rid  of  the  Combat  Zone  and  high-rise 
developments  are  pushed  down  our  throats. 

The  Chinese  and  Asian  American  population  is  the 
fastest-growing  group  in  the  City,  and  Chinatown  is  gain¬ 
ing  political  visibility.  While  it  may  be  an  uphill  battle,  it  is 
high  time  that  we  call  for  a  permanent  solution  to  the 
blight  that  has  plagued  our  community  for  decades  and 
ask  the  City  to  rezone  the  Combat  Zone.  If  the  City  could 
make  the  decision  to  move  the  adult  entertainment  district 
to  Chinatown  in  1974,  it  can  move  it  out  in  the  21st  centu¬ 
ry- 

Vote  "yes"  on  Question  2  and  send  a  strong  message  to 
our  elected  officials. 

LET  CHINATOWN  RESIDENTS  DECIDE 

Chinatown  is  the  only  neighborhood  in  Boston  that 
lacks  a  residents'  council  with  the  power  to  review  neigh¬ 
borhood  development  proposals  and 
advise  the  City  accordingly.  While  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  has 
played  that  development  review  role,  its 
by-laws  state  that  5  out  of  its  21  seats  are 
Resident  Representative  seats,  and  its 
members  are  elected  by  both  residents 
and  any  Asian  American  in 
Massachusetts.  However  well-inten¬ 
tioned  its  members  or  its  mission,  this 
structure  means  that  the  CNC  cannot  be 
held  accountable  to  neighborhood  residents 
because  they  do  not  elect  the  council. 
Question  3  proposes  that  an  additional 
council  be  recognized  by  the  City  of 
Boston  to  advise  it  on  neighborhood 
affairs  and  development  concerns:  one 
made  up  entirely  of  elected  resident  rep¬ 
resentatives,  such  as  the  Chinatown 
Resident  Association.  An  official  resi¬ 
dent  review  process  could  involve  a 
vote  by  either  elected  representatives  or 
by  residents  at-large  at  monthly  public 
meetings  of  the  neighborhood  resident 
association. 

Vote  "yes"  on  Question  3  for  a  stronger 
voice  for  Chinatown  residents. 


tainment  zone  in  1974  to  remove  the  sex  industry  from  the 
Scollay  Square  neighborhood  where  a  new  City  Hall  was 
planned. 

Because  Chinatown  has  lacked  political  clout.  City 
leaders  have  been  happy  to  leave  the  Combat  Zone  on  the 
books  and  to  tell  us  that  more  development  will  force  out 
adult  entertainment.  Instead,  over-development  threatens 
to  force  out  our  community!  In  fact,  according  to  the  BRA, 
the  low  supply  of  properties  zoned  for  adult  entertain¬ 
ment  in  the  City  forces  up  land  values  along  lower 
Washington  Street  and  makes  high-rise  development 
practically  inevitable.

CHINATOWN  RESIDENTS  WINNING 
RESPECT 

While  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  urges  a  NO- YES- YES  vote 
in  the  upcoming  referendum,  no  one 
can  predict  exactly  how  the  vote  will  go. 
Residents  —  regardless  of  citizenship 
status  —  get  to  decide. 

To  ensure  a  secret  ballot  and  a  fair  election,  the 
American  Friends  Service  Committee  and  the  League  of 
Women  Voters  are  serving  as  the  referendum  coordina¬ 
tors.  They  decide  the  wording  of  the  ballot  questions, 
develop  the  election  rules,  monitor  the  two  days  of 
polling,  and  count  the  votes.

How  Fair  Have  Those  Opposing  Liberty  Been  Treated? 


Let's  set  aside  for  a  moment  the  issue  of 
whether  or  not  the  28-story  Liberty 
Place  project  should  be  built,  and  talk 
about  how  fair  those  opposing  Liberty 
Place  have  been  treated,  and  how  fair  the 
process  has  been. 

Consider  the  following: 

>  The  BRA,  by  allowing  Liberty  to  go 
up  to  28  stories,  will  be  allowing  Liberty 
Place  to  violate  the  Chinatown  master  plan 
and  the  city's  own  zoning  rules  for  the  lot. 

>  Responding  to  community  concerns, 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  did 
recently  demand  that  the  project  be  scaled 
down.  But  that  scale-down  was  only  by  5% 
—  not  much  when  you  consider  that  those 
opposing  Liberty  Place  want  a  10  story 
building,  not  a  28-story  building. 

>  Attempting  to  make  the  project  more 
tolerable  to  those  against  the  market-rate 
apartment  building,  the  BRA  held  a  series 
of  discussions  with  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity.  BRA  staff,  however,  did  not  invite 
the  press  and  asked  Sampan  not  to  attend. 

>  At  all  public  meetings  about  Liberty 
Place,  virtually  the  only  community  mem¬ 
bers  who  speak  in  favor  of  the  building  are 
workers  and  residents  of  the  Hong  Lok 
House  or  neighborhood  councilors.  Hong 
Lok  House,  which  is  run  by  neighborhood 
council  member  Ruth  Moy,  is  getting  20 
elderly  housing  units  from  the  Liberty 
deal. 


>  Trying  to  win  support  for  the  pro¬ 
ject,  the  BRA  has  said  that  the  building  will 
make  part  of  the  "Combat  Zone"  disap¬ 
pear  because  Liberty  is  slated  to  be  built  on 
land  zoned  for  adult  entertainment.  But 
here's  what  the  BRA  doesn't  say:  At  the  lot 
on  which  Liberty  will  be  built,  only  one  sex 
store  will  be 
removed  when 
Liberty  goes  up. 

The  other  two 
strip  bars  in  the 
area  will  not  be 
harmed  by 

Liberty  Place's 
bulldozers  —  and 
neither  will  two 
other  "adult" 
product  stores  in 
Chinatown.  Also: 

The  city  itself 
zoned  the  area  on 
and  around 
Chinatown  for 
adult  entertain¬ 
ment  in  1974. 


>  In  a  recent  Boston  Globe  article. 
Mayor  Thomas  Menino  is  quoted  as  saying 
about  Chinatown  and  the  adult  entertain¬ 
ment  district:  "To  remove  the  idea  of  an 
adult  entertainment  zone  gives  you  the 
opportunity  to  go  any  place.  I  have  to 
worry  about  the  whole  city."  Does  he 
mean  that  Chinatown  should  just  live  with 
the  adult  entertainment  zone  because  it 


would  cause  a  burden  for  the  rest  of  the 
city? 

>The  BRA  created  a  professional-look¬ 
ing,  colorful  booklet  outlining  the  new  pro¬ 
posal  for  Liberty  Place,  and  gave  the  book¬ 
let  out  to  community  members  at  a  public 
meeting  in  Chinatown.  The  booklet 
explained  what 
Liberty  Place  will 
look  like  and  jus¬ 
tified  the  project. 
But  in  a  section  of 
the  book  that  lists 
the  subsidized 
housing  in 

Chinatown,  some 
of  the  numbers 
are  wrong.  In  the 
list  —  which  the 
BRA  uses  to  the 
defend  Liberty's 
height  because  of 
Chinatown's 
many  subsidized 
units  —  the  BRA 
states  that  the  Tai 
Tung  Village  has 
double  the  number  of  subsidized  units  that 
it  actually  has  —  418  instead  of  210.  The 
BRA  says  this  is  a  "data  error." 

Also,  in  a  section  showing  how  Liberty 
will  help  clean  up  the  "Combat  Zone,"  the 
booklet  has  two  photos  of  the  Liberty  Place 
lot  when  it  was  overran  by  porno  theaters 
and  porno  shops.  That  photo,  however,  is 


about  10  years  old,  and  most  the  places  in 
the  picture  have  long  been  closed. 

>  Liberty's  co-developer  W.  Kevin 
Fitzgerald  —  with  no  evidence  —  had 
accused  Chinatown  groups  of  being 
"urban  terrorists."  Fitzgerald's  accusation 
was  made  in  a  letter  he  sent  to  the  BRA's 
director  Mark  Maloney  on  March  18. 
Fitzgerald's  reason?  On  March  14,  he  says, 
an  intruder  entered  the  basement  of  a 
vacant  building  he  owns  and  cut  a  not-in- 
use  water  pipe.  He  linked  the  alleged  inci¬ 
dent  to  Chinatown  groups  opposing 
Liberty  Place.  After  the  Campaign  to 
Protect  Chinatown  sent  a  letter  to  the  BRA 
telling  that  the  group  was  offended  that 
Fitzgerald  would  make  such  a  connection, 
Fitzgerald  sent  a  letter  that  doesn't  specifi¬ 
cally  say  he  was  sorry  about  the  unfound¬ 
ed  accusations,  but  that  expresses  his  use 
of  bad  judgment  and  regret. 

>  Despite  that  many  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  and  activist  groups  have  opposed 
Liberty  Place,  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  unanimously 
voted  to  support  the  project  at  the  July  15 
Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  meet¬ 
ing.  (Those  with  connections  to  the  Hong 
Lok  House  didn't  vote.)

Water  colors.  Calligraphy.  Mountains 
and  trees.  These  usually  come  to  mind 
when  we  think  of  arts  from  Chinese  artists. 
Well,  after  seeing  works  by  artist  Chen 
Zhen,  you  will  no  longer  have  this  stereo¬ 
type.  His  sculptures  that  will  exhibit  at  the 
Institute  of  Contemporary  Art  in  Boston 
Sept.  18  to  Dec.  31  don't  look  very 
"Chinese"  —  at  least  not  "traditional 
Chinese." 

Take  his  "Zen  Garden"  for  example. 
Made  of  alabaster,  iron,  plastic  plants, 
wood,  sand,  stones  and  light,  the  work 
looks  more  like  something  from  Star  Trek 
than  from  Shanghai.  In  the  center  of  the 
work  is  a  strange,  bubbling  bodily  organ 
suspended  over  raked  sand  and  surround¬ 
ed  by  odd  metal  medical  tools  and  green 
plastic  plants.  But  don't  mistake:  The  odd¬ 
ness  of  the  structure  and  Zhen's  other 
works  seem  to  call  viewers  closer,  instead 
of  scaring  them  away. 

"The  art  of  Chen  Zhen  draws  you  into 
an  experience  that  is  both  familiar  and  for¬ 
eign,  crossing  boundaries  of  geography. 


aesthetics,  and  disciplines,"  said  Jill 
Medvedow,  the  James  Sachs  Plaut  Director 
of  the  ICA. 

Speaking  the  language  of  art,  the  "Zen 
Garden"  piece  is  said  to  invite  its  viewers 
to  think  about  Western  medicine  from  the 
Chinese  perspective  of  the  body.  This  con¬ 
cept  of  speaking  through  art  is  something 
Zhen  strived  for  in  his  other  works  as  well. 

Some  art  critics  have 
said  that  Zhen  actually 
creates  new  languages  in 
his  works.  His  global  per¬ 
spective  no  doubt  con¬ 
tributed  to  this  idea:  He 
lived  in  Paris  and  China 
and  traveled  the  world. 

Helping  to  found 
China's  avant-garde 
movement  of  the  mid 
1980s,  the  Shanghai  native 
came  of  age  during  the 
Chinese  Cultural 

Revolution.  Starting  out  as 
a  student  of  the  Shanghai 
Fine  Arts  and  Crafts 
school  and  of  the  Shanghai 
Drama  Institute,  Zhen 
would  eventually  attend 
France's  Ecole  Nationale 
Superieure  des  Beaux-Arts 
and  Institut  des  Hautes  en 
Arts  Plastiques.  After  the 
Cultural  Revolution 
ended,  in  the  1970s  and 
early  1980s,  he  began 
incorporating  ideas  into 
his  works  that  were  for¬ 
bidden  during  the  revolu¬ 
tion,  mainly  traditional 


Chinese  philosophy.  He  mixed  these 
Eastern  ideas  with  Western  avant-garde 
creating  an  alternative  to  his  country's 
"official"  cultural  ideology. 

After  Zhen  immigrated  to  Paris  in  1986 
he  abandoned  painting  and  took  to  instal¬ 
lation  works. 

The  ICA's  exhibit  of  Zhen's  works, 
which  is  titled  "Chen  Zhen:  Inner  Body 


Landscapes,"  is  the  first  U.S.  survey  of  his 
art  since  he  died  in  2000  of  a  rare  medical 
condition  called  autoimmune  hemolytic 
anemia.  The  ICA  thanks  his  widow  Xu 
Min,  for  helping  to  make  this  exhibit  possi¬ 
ble.  Will  boston-area  art  enthusiasts  soon 
be  thanking  her,  too?

For  the  tenth  year  in  a  row,  students  from  the  Asian 
American  Civic  Association  were  among  the  winners  of 
this  year's  Boston  Adult  Literacy  Fund  college  scholar¬ 
ships.  The  scholarships  are  competitive  and  are  open  to 
adult  learners  in  the  Boston  area  who  are  going  to  college 
for  the  first  time  in  the  United  States.  This  year  there  were 
five  winners  affiliated  with  AACA  educational  programs. 
Four  of  them  are  present  or  recently-graduated  students 
from  AACA's  Adult  Basic  Education  (ABE)  English 
Transitional  Program.  They  received  their  awards  at  a 
ceremony  in  the  office  of  Mayor  Thomas  Menino  on  July 
17.  The  winners  vary  greatly  in  age,  education  and  work 
experience  and  length  of  time  living  in  this  country,  but 
they  have  one  thing  in  common:  their  determination  to 
improve  their  lives  through  higher  education.  Here  are 
their  stories,  using  excerpts  from  their  winning  personal 
statements,  submitted  as  part  of  the  scholarship  applica¬ 
tion  process: 

Helen  Hai: 

.  I  lived  in  Guangzhou,  China  and  I  grew  up  in  an  ordinary 
family.  My  parents  provided  me  with  a  loving  and  warm  home. 
My  first  job  was  a  waitress  at  a  local  restaurant.  Within  tzoo 
years  I  had  risen  through  the  ranks  and  became  manager.  This 
was  my  dream  come  true.  After  a  three-year  study  in  Travel 
Service  Management,  l  began  to  seek  a  position  in  the  hotel 
industry.  With  management  experience  I  was  readily  hired  by 
the  public  relations  department  of  a  foreign  businessman's 
hotel.  There  I  served  as  department  supervisor  and  held  the 
position  for  four  years.  Afterwards,  the  hotel  management  com¬ 
pany  promoted  me  to  sales  director.  I  was  in  charge  of  training 
personnel,  sales,  and  public  relations  in  many  three-star  hotels. 

I  took  pride  in  my  job,  even  though  it  was  very  demanding;  I 
worked  60  -  80  hours  a  week. 

When  I  came  to  America,  the  language  was  my  biggest  obsta¬ 
cle.  I  had  a  hard  time  finding  a  job  with  my  poor  English.  1  was 
afraid  to  face  people.  I  stayed  at  home  for  months.  I  thought  I 
would  be  a  housewife  for  the  rest  of  my  life.  Everyday  l  watched 
people  hurry  to  work.  1  was  sad  because  1  wasted  time  at  home. 

I  craved  to  learn  English.  1  wanted  more  than  anything  to  get  a 
job.  It  hurt  me  that  my  husband  worked  seven  days  a  week  to 
maintain  our  family.  I  wanted  to  share  the  burden. 

Then  I  attended  English  courses  in  the  Asian  American  Civic 
Association's  ABE  Program  and  Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center's  Adult  ESL  Program.  I  regained  my 
confidence.  The  excellent  teachers  and  counselors  helped  me 
step  by  step  to  improve  my  English  and  plan  my  future  educa¬ 
tion.  I  never  thought  that  at  31 1  could  begin  a  wonderful  new 
life.  In  China,  adults  did  not  have  the  chance  to  return  to  school, 
but  here  I  was  given  a  second  chance.  Now  I  have  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  choose  my  dreams. 

After  I  finished  Level  2  of  the  ABE  Program,  I  got  two  part- 
time  jobs.  I  worked  as  a  cashier  for  a  restaurant  in  a  fast  food 
court,  and  as  a  hostess  for  a  family-style  restaurant.  Everyday  I 


was  shuttling  between  the  school,  the  food  court,  the  restaurant 
and  my  home.  1  used  my  break  time  to  review  my  homework  and 
eat  my  meals.  I  was  exhausted  after  I  finished  a  whole  day's 
work.  Sometimes  1  felt  so  tired,  I  slept  on  the  tram  and  missed 
my  destination.  However,  it  was  all  worthwhile.  I  practiced  my 
English  and  learned  on  the  job.  I  chatted  with  customers  and  co¬ 
workers.  I  made  use  of  what  l  learned  to  get  more  benefits  from 
my  manager.  I  was  making  good  progress ;  I  could  gradually  do 
things  on  my  own. 

This  summer  I  am  taking  an  ESL  course  at  Bunker  Hill 
Community  College.  I  aim  to  advance  my  English  fluency.  It  is 
the  key  to  my  dreams.  To  earn  an  MBA  degree  is  my  biggest 
desire.  I  hope  I  can  have  my  own  management  consulting  com¬ 
pany  and  contribute  my  abilities  to  induce  American  interests 
in  the  large  Chinese  market.  Yet  there  is  a  big  difference 
between  wanting  and  reality.  Age,  time,  money,  family  prob¬ 
lems  and  work  pressure  are  working  against  me.  They  are  my 
restrictions  at  a  time  when  1  need  the  freedom  to  pursue  my 
goals  and  make  my  dreams  come  true.  However,  they  are  also 
my  motivation,  inspiring  me  to  work  harder,  and  pushing  me  to 
adi’ance.  I  believe  my  efforts  will  not  be  in  vain. 

Melody  Li: 

I  have  had  music  since  I  was  a  little  kid.  I  sang  beautifully  and 
had  a  good  sense  of  music.  So,  my  parents  started  me  with  piano 
lessons.  1  started  playing  piano  at  age  eight.  At  that  time,  the 
only  fact  I  understood  clearly  was  I  had  to  practice  the  pieces 
well.  Soon,  my  piano  teacher  told  my  father  that  I  had  a  talent 
for  playing  piano  and  l  should  spend  more  time  practicing  to 
get  into  the  pre  school  of  Sichuan  Conservatory  of  Music,  which 
is  the  only  conservatory  in  southwest  China.  My  new  schedule 
was  to  practice  three  hours  every  school  day  and  eight  hours 
each  day  of  the  weekend. 

Finally,  my  hard  work  paid  off.  I  passed  that  tough  audition. 

I  was  the  second  place  winner  among  over  sixty  competitors. 
After  six  years  of  hard  work,  I  was  the  only  one  accepted  from 
the  southwest  of  China  by  the  Central  Conservatory  of  Music 
(in  Beijing).  In  1996,  I  got  my  bachelor's  degree  in  Piano 
Performance  and  became  a  professional  piano  instructor.  Two 
years  later,  1  came  here  to  pursue  my  post  graduate  study. 

After  coming  to  the  U.S.,  l  got  the  chance  to  instruct 
American  students.  As  a  person  with  English  as  the  second  lan¬ 
guage,  it  is  really  a  challenge  to  convey  my  ideas  to  the  students 
and  their  parents.  I  found  I  must  master  English  and  learn  the 
American  culture.  That  brought  me  to  the  ABE  program  at 
AACA.  I  studied  four  months  in  their  level  four  class  and 
learned  a  lot,  including  things  like  how  to  work  with 
Americans,  American  culture,  idioms,  etc.  Studying  there  also 
helped  me  to  get  a  clearer  view  of  my  career  goal  to  become  a 
music  teacher  in  an  elementary  school.  I  realize  there  is  a  long 
way  to  achieve  that  goal,  but  I  am  determined  to  do  it. 

Ru  Qiao  Lin: 

1  immigrated  to  the  United  States  of  America  with  my  fami¬ 
ly  in  1991.  My  current  job  is  a  building  maintenance  techni¬ 
cian  at  South  Cove  Plaza. 


Becoming  a  college  student  was  my  dream  since  I  was  a  mid¬ 
dle  school  student.  I  studied  very  hard.  Unfortunately,  during 
the  Cultural  Revolution  in  China  while  l  was  in  high  school, 
everything  was  impossible  for  me  because  of  my  background. 
Due  to  my  social  class,  I  had  to  work  with  farmers. 

Coming  to  the  U.S.A.  was  the  best  way  to  reach  my  goal. 
However,  it  was  not  easy  when  I  first  arrived  in  Boston.  None 
of  my  family  members  could  speak  English,  and  l  found  it  diffi¬ 
cult  to  communicate  with  others.  I  thought,  if  1  want  to  stay 
and  live...  well ...  I  must  improve  my  English.  I  had  a  chance  to 
join  the  ESL  class  at  the  Boston  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Center  with  my  wife  in  1993.  It  was  hard  for  our  children 
because  they  had  to  share  the  house  work.  As  the  main  support¬ 
er  in  the  family,  I  spent  most  of  the  weekends  and  vacation  time 
working  a  second  job.  1  worked  for  a  construction  company.  1 
finished  my  homework  at  midnight.  My  family  gave  me 
strength ;  my  determination  helped  me  overcome  all  difficulties. 

I  became  an  American  citizen  in  1997.  I  stopped  taking  class¬ 
es  to  prepare  and  support  my  children's  education. 

Last  September,  I  returned  to  the  ABE  program  at  levels  three 
and  four  at  the  AACA.  There  I  learned  idioms  and  reviewed 
grammar  and  wrote  essays.  The  two  classes  helped  me  feel  eas¬ 
ier  working  with  people.  I  finished  the  ABE  program  level  4  in 
April.  Now,  I'm  planning  to  continue  my  education.  I  plan  to 
attend  Bunker  Hill  Community  College  to  finish  my  ESL  class¬ 
es.  Then  I  will  take  courses  in  the  Peterson  School  to  learn  basic 
electricity,  heating,  ventilation,  air  conditioning  and  refrigera¬ 
tion.  1  hope,  that  in  the  future  I  will  become  a  successful  super¬ 
visor. 

Xue  Yan  Zhang 

About  ten  months  ago  I  arrived  in  America  from  Beijing, 
China.  When  I  just  touched  this  land  I  was  so  excited.  A  brand 
new  life  would  begin.  I  would  be  able  to  live  together  with  my 
husband  and  daughter  after  a  lengthy  separation  from  them. 

The  surroundings  were  strange  for  me.  Not  long  after  I 
arrived,  I  felt  uncomfortable  and  discouraged.  I  did  not  have  a 
job.  Because  of  the  obstacles  of  language,  l  could  not  do  many 
things  by  myself.  When  I  wanted  to  do  something  which 
required  me  to  speak  English,  such  as  go  to  my  daughter's 
school  or  fix  some  equipment  in  the  house,  I  could  not  do  it. 

When  I  was  in  Beijing,  1  had  worked  as  a  doctor  for  more  than 
ten  years.  In  contrast,  in  America  I  had  nothing  to  do  everyday. 
Every  morning,  my  husband  went  to  work,  and  my  daughter 
went  to  school.  There  I  was  at  home  by  myself.  I  thought  I  must 
continue  my  education.  That  could  give  me  more  opportunities. 
English  is  the  key  to  opening  the  door.  I  enrolled  in  the  ABE 
program  at  AACA.  Now  I  feel  that  my  listening  and  speaking 
are  better  than  before.  I  have  less  fear  when  speaking  English. 

AACA's  program  increased  my  English  level  and  my  confi¬ 
dence.  I  was  able  to  get  a  job  at  McDonald's  part-time.  As  l 
work,  I  can  improve  my  English.  I  would  like  to  continue  my 
medical  career.  I  want  to  become  a  nurse.  I  know  it  will  be  a 
long  road ...  but  I  will  never  give  up. 


The  Boston 
Foundation 
Awards  AACA 
$40,000 

The  Boston  Foundation  recently  awarded 
the  Asian  American  Civic  Association  a 
grant  of  $40,000. 


The  purpose  of  the  grant,  according  to 
Chau-ming  Lee,  the  Executive  Director  of 
AACA,  is  to  expand  the  services  of  the 
AACA  as  it  addresses  the  changing  needs 
of  its  clients  and  students.  This  objective, 
Lee  noted,  is  especially  challenging 
because  of  the  economy's  ups  and  downs 
and  because  the  AACA's  clientele  is 
changing  as  the  immigrant  population  in 
the  area  changes--  the  agency  serves  peo¬ 
ple  from  increasingly  varied  backgrounds. 

"Our  organization  has  been  the  largest 
private  non-profit  provider  of  social  and 


educational  services  to  Boston's  Asian 
community  for  over  thirty  years.  During 
our  2001  program  year,  our  Education 
Center  enrolled  and  instructed  more  than 
1,000  students,  and  our  Multi-Service 
Center  assisted  over  10,000  persons,"  said 
Lee.  With  the  grant,  according  to  Lee,  the 
AACA  will  be  able  to  increase  the  number 
of  people  it  serves. 

The  AACA  was  founded  in  1967,  at 
which  time  it  was  known  as  the  Chinese 
American  Civic  Association.  Since  it  was 
formed,  the  organization  estimates  it  has 


helped  most  of  the  Asian  households  of 
Greater  Boston. 

The  Boston  Foundation,  one  of  the 
nation's  oldest  and  largest  foundations, 
has  an  endowment  of  nearly  $630  million, 
and  it  made  grants  of  close  to  $50  million 
to  non-profit  organizations  this  year  in  the 
Greater  Boston  area.

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Talk  About  Torture 
Survivors  Offers  Hope 

Third  AACA  Community  Forum 
Features  Michael  Grodin 

Peering  into  the  dark  world  of 
refugee  torture  sounds  like  a  nightmar¬ 
ish  experience.  But  in  the  context  of 
how  to  help  -  or  at  least  to  understand  - 
-  survivors  of  gruesome  crimes  often 
committed  by  corrupt  governments, 
peering  into  this  world  can  also  be 
enlightening,  as  it  was  when  Michael 
Grodin,  co-director  of  the  Boston 
Center  for  Refugee  Health  and  Human 
Rights  talked  at  the  July  15  Asian 
American  Civic  Association's  third 
community  forum. 

Grodin  has  for  the  last  20  years  been 
a  physician  at  Boston  Medical  Center; 
he  teaches  about  torture  trauma  at 
Boston  University,  and  he  has  written 
books  on  the  subject. 

"How  many  of  you  have  seen  sur¬ 
vivors  of  torture?"  Grodin  asked  atten¬ 
dees  of  the  forum.  "Well  everybody 
has,  you  just  don't  know  it.  I  guarantee 
everybody  has." 

According  to  Grodin,  70  to  80  coun¬ 
tries  —  including  China  and  several 
African  countries  —  practice  torture. 

"The  aim  of  torture  is  to  break  the 
body,  the  mind  and  the  spirit... and  to 
send  fear  into  the  community,"  said 
Grodin.  He  said  political  leaders  will 
use  it  to  keep  control  of  their  people  - 


"to  keep  political  control." 

Often,  Grodin  said,  perpetrators  of 
torture  will  release  their  victims  to  go 
home,  knowing  that  their  example  will 
"terrorize  other  members  of  the  com¬ 
munity  into  compliance."  "The  real  goal 
is  not  to  silence  on  individual,  but  to 
silence  the  entire  population." 

Grodin  showed  disturbing  photos 
of  torture  survivors,  and  told  how  visi¬ 
ble  injuries  -  such  as  smashed  teeth  or 
scars  -  and  invisible  injuries  such  as  liv¬ 
ing  with  terror  and  suffering  from 
flashbacks  are  equally  difficult  to

recover  from. 

"When  dealing  with  refugees  who 
survived  torture  you  will  realize  that 
their  trust  has  been  shattered.  They 
don't  know  who  to  trust.  They  come  to 
this  country  often  not  speaking  the  lan¬ 
guage...  they  come  from  countries 
where  if  they  speak  to  the  doctor 
they're  also  speaking  to  the  govern¬ 
ment  -  there's  not  a  clear  demarcation 
of  who  is  who.  They  have  enormous 


intimacy  issues." 

Making  torture  survivors'  lives 
even  more  difficult,  said  Grodin,  is  that 
since  they  often  come  from  poor  coun¬ 
tries,  they  often  have  health  problems 
such  as  malaria,  malnutrition  or  sickle 
cell  anemia.  Because  of  their  torture 
experiences,  they're  also  likely  to  suffer 
from  mental  disorders  and  severe 
depression. 

But,  with  the  proper  medical  atten¬ 
tion,  psychiatric  help,  and  awareness, 
many  survivors  can  begin  to  lead  nor¬ 
mal  lives.  Preventing  torture,  however,  . 

is  the  only  real  answer.  And 
according  to  Grodin,  to  pre¬ 
vent  such  horrible  acts, 
other  countries  need  to  step 
in  to  help.  He  thinks  coun¬ 
tries  such  as  the  United 
States,  Canada  and  those 
from  Western  Europe 
should  care  about  prevent¬ 
ing  human  rights  violations, 
even  if  they  are  not  directly 
affected  by  the  problem.  He 
points  out  that  helping  pre¬ 
vent  torture  should  be  done  for  the 
"dignity  of  those  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  victims,"  to  uphold  wealthier 
countries'  international  treaties  and, 
because  "...even  industrialized  nations 
are  vulnerable  to  a  large  influx  of 
refugees  escaping  from  a  nation  in  tur¬ 
moil."  He  also  thinks  that  on  the  indi¬ 
vidual,  people  can  be  more  under¬ 
standing  and  sympathetic  to  torture 
survivors.  (Adam  Smith)

Its  20-year  history  of 
accomplishments  outlined  one  by  one  is  exceed¬ 
ingly  impressive,  and  serves  as  the  paragon  of 
what  organizations  can  achieve.  True  to  its  name, 
the  AARW  is  always  finding  new  ways  of  reach¬ 
ing  out.  In  this  case,  it's  the  Internet. 

Making  www.aarw.org  truly  functional  is  the 
site's  calendar  of  events.  It  lists  festive  occasions, 
brunches,  readings,  films  —  everything  APA  in  the 
area.  And  each  event  and  announcement  comes 
with  a  concise  briefing  of  what  it  is,  where  and 
when  it  is  held,  and  how  you  can  obtain  more 
information  or  even  get  involved. 

The  site  also  brings  it  browsers  to  pertinent 
information  about  Asian  American  issues  (e.g. 
Vincent  Chin,  Abercrombie  &  Fitch,  etc.)  and  links 
to  other  sister  organizations  such  as  the  Campaign 
to  Protect  Chinatown  (CPC)  and  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association  (CPA).
